How British Sales in West Germany 
Have Grown and Can Grow 
(From the Commercial Department of the British Embassy at Bonn) 





f OU MUST BE CRAZY.’ This was the frequent response only a few years ago to any recom- 
mendation to a British firm to try to develop a market for its products in Germany. The 
thought behind this reaction was that, since Germany is a leading manufacturing country 

whose competition British manufacturers have had to meet all over the world, it was folly to 

looking for sales outlets in Germany itself. This line of thought, natural as it may be, is, we believe, 

fallacious. 

All economic experience goes to show that two highly developed countries have far more possi- 
bilities for trading with each other than two countries with purely agricultural or 

economies. As the economy of a country develops, so do its requirements and its purchasing power 

multiply, offering increasing scope for exchanges with its neighbours. Imported consumer goods 

may have a novelty or ‘snob’ appeal, a price advantage, an especially attractive design or a reputation 
for wear and practicability. Imported industrial may also sell in an industrial country because 
of outstanding quality or performance or simply may happen to be no exact equivalent 
on the domestic market and the product is too specialized for it to be worthwhile for each country to 
set up a manufacture of its own. But given reasonably free trading conditions and good salesmanship, 
trade can also be done in a wide range of goods which are in direct co’ ition with broadly similar 
goods of domestic uction. There is, for example, a strong and manufacture in Germany 
of agricultural inery, but in spite of this British agricultural machinery of many types has been 
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finding a’ ready market in Germany. Even such items as lens glass, 
toys and musical instruments, for which Germany has long been 
famous, have recently been imported from the United Kingdom with 
considerable success. 


It Pays to Sell ‘Coals to Newcastle’ 


In some respects it may even be easier to sell to a country which, 
like Germany, has a highly developed industrial economy. The 
existence in Germany of a highly advanced technical and industrial 
knowledge can be an advantage. Manufacturers of complicated and 
expensive industrial machinery have sometimes found it easier to 
sell in Germany than in much less advanced countries, For one thing 
the demand is greater, and for another the German purchaser is 
technically better qualified to appreciate a good thing when he sees 
it. He may therefore be ready to pay the price for high quality and 
workmanship or for a superior design if that in practice 
the extra money is well spent. High-quality British plastic moulding 
machinery, for example, has been sold more easily in Germany than 
it could be against German competition in third countries. 

Tt may be objected that these arguments are based to some extent 
on theoretical considerations. But the voice of experience argues 
convincingly to the same effect. In recent years German imports 
have expanded enormously and British exporters have been capturing 
an increasing share of the growing market. In 1955, for example, 
German imports from all sources amounted to some £2,092 million. 
By 1956 this had grown to £2,390 million, an increase of 14-3 per 
cent. German imports from the United Kingdom grew even faster. 
In 1955 they amounted to £74 million and by 1956 had grown to 
£98 million, an increase of no less than 32-4 per cent. These figures 
demonstrate not only that there are enormous possibilities in Germany 
for selling British products: they demonstrate that many British 
manufacturers and traders are already taking keen advantage of these 
possibilities. So much so that Germany has now become Britain’s 
second most important market in Europe. 


Imports from U.K. that Have Soared 


It is hard to give concrete examples of individual successes achieved 
by British companies without giving away the competitive advantage 
for which the pioneer company has worked. But it is possible to give 
some figures which illustrate the range and diversity of the products 
which have been and are being sold in Germany with increasing 
success: 


Meta Cuttinc MACHINES 

British sales to Germany jumped from DM.3-4 million in 
1955 to DM.6-2 million in 1956. But we still have only 5 per 
cent. of the import market. 


DrieseL ENGINES 

Total imports have doubled from DM.12°5 million in 1955 to 
DM.25 million in 1956; British sales multiplied by six times and 
we now have a quarter of the import market. 


REFRIGERATING MACHINERY 
British sales in Germany grew by 65 per cent. in 1956 and 
account for half the total import market. 


Pumps FoR LiQuIps 
British sales increased by 75 per cent. and account for a quarter 
of all German imports. 


AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY 
Although total German imports were almost static, British 
sales went up by 19 per cent. 


PRINTING MACHINERY 

British sales to Germany in 1956 were nearly five times as great 
as in 1955 and we are now on almost level terms with the Swiss 
and the Americans, who previously dominated the market. 


LirTING AND HANDLING MACHINERY 
British exports to Germany were worth DM.5:2 million, three 
times as much as in 1955. 
VALVES AND FITTINGS 
An increase of 31 per cent. in our sales. 
ANTI-FRICTION BEARINGS 


Our sales doubled but we still have barely a tenth of the 
import market,

Only about a year ago the German firm were buying successfully from local manufacturers and had not thought of importing until approached 
from the British Consulate-General in Munich. The firm became interested enough to ask for details of United Kingdom toy manufacturers and 


fairs. They sent a buyer to the Harrogate Toy Fair, 


The buyer returned enthusiastic about the variety and quality of the toys he had seen. Since then several orders have been placed, and business

Diminished Restrictions 


Thesé examples show that it is in the sector of fully-manufactured 
goods, and particularly of fully-manufactured goods of the engineering 
industries, that some of the most striking successes by British exporters 
have been achieved. One of the. reasons for.this is that the German 
authorities have progressively dismantled» quantitative restrictions 
for industrial imports until now ofily a l handful of industrial 
imports remain subject to quota. From the point of view of the British 
manufacturer the most important of the restricted items are yarn 
and materials made from flax; but even for these a sizeable quota has 
been negotiated. For the rest the industrial field is wide open. This 
does not, unfortunately, hold’ good for agricultural products, imports 
of which are much more closely restricted because of the policy of 
protection for domestic agriculture. Nevertheless, there are worth- 
while opportunities for selling foodstuffs on the German market, 
given a good agent or selling organization capable of watching for the 
import opportunities as they are advertised in the Federal Gazette. 
The standard of living in Germany has. been rising steadily, with the 
result that there is a constantly increasing demand for foodstuffs of 
good quality and for consumer goods of all kinds. It should not, 
therefore, be assumed without an inquiry that any good British product 
of high quality and reasonable price cannot be sold on this market. 


Another advantage of selling in Germany is that the market is 
protected by a tariff wall which is by general standards low. The 
import duties for industrial goods have been reduced several times in

the past few years as a matter of deliberate policy by the Federal 
Government in order to help keep domestic pricesdown and prevent 
inflation. In recent speeches the Federal Minister for Economics, 
Professor Erhard, has again stressed the importance of encouraging 
imports as a means of countering a tendency for prices to rise, and he 
specifically mentioned the possibility of a further round of tariff 
reductions. If a European industrial Free Trade Area is negotiated 
in association with the European Common Market, German tariffs 
on goods imported from other areas, including the United Kingdom, 
will gradually be eliminated altogether on a reciprocal basis. Needless 
to say, such a development would offer very greatly increased oppor- 
tunities for British goods on the German market, and it is very desir- 
able that potential exporters should set up proper selling arrangements 
now so as to be ready to take advantage of the new situation from the 
beginning. 


How It’s Done 


That is not to say that British goods, however excellent, will sell 
themselves. The German market must, on the contrary, be studied 
and nursed. There must be a readiness to compete not only in price 
but in the vigour and adaptability of sales methods and delivery 
practices. There are, of course, many ways of setting about the job 
of selling a British product in Germany. The right method depends 
on the product. Some companies prefer to sell direct to importers. 
Others, often with great success, have enlisted the services of a 
German agent. 


It is not easy to find good agents because many of the larger ones 
have already taken on the job of representing German manufacturers 
in competitive lines. It is therefore often necessary for a British exporter 
to back his own judgment in the selection of a new agent who may 
not have as much capital or experience as could be desired. Other 
British companies have preferred to set up a selling agency of their 
own, in the form either of a subsidiary company or.of a branch office. 
There are various formalities to go through if this course is adopted 
but they are by no means so arduous as to be daunting. Expert advice 
from German lawyers is always available, and often it is possible to 
obtain good advice from other British firms who have made the 
experience for themselves. 


A favourite way of doing business in Germany is through trade 
fairs. These are a living tradition and, even if the cost and trouble of 
exhibiting can be considerable, the results are almost always commen- 
surate. It is quite a normal thing for a German firm which has already 
decided to buy new equipment, and which already has a pretty good 
idea of the make it will favour, to defer the actual placing of the order 
until the next appropriate trade fair. 

Among the most important German fairs are the Annual German 
Industries Fair at Hanover which opens in the last week of April and 
the Annual Spring and Autumn Fairs at Frankfurt and Cologne. 
There is also an Annual Berlin Industries Fair in September which 
has its own importance. In addition, there are many specialized trade 
fairs such as the Biennial Foodstuffs Fair (ANUGA) which is being 
held at Cologne in September, the International Congress and 
Exhibition of Measuring Instruments and Automation being held 
at Duesseldorf in November, the International Printing and Paper 
Fair (DRUPA) at Duesseldorf in May 1958 and the Exhibition of 
Chemical Apparatus (ACHEMA) at Frankfurt in May 1958. There 
are many others covering almost every branch of industry and agri- 
culture. Even if it is thought inadvisable to exhibit, a visit to the 
appropriate trade fair can be heartily recommended. Most German 
fairs are internationalized so that at them exhibitors and customers 
are to be found from all over the world. 


The Everyman Import Scheme 

A new development which should be of special interest to mail 
order houses is that of the recent announcement by the German 
authorities of the ‘Everyman Import Scheme.’ This scheme (full 
details of which can be obtained from the Export Services Branch 
of the Board of Trade) permits any private German citizen to order 
abroad any goods he may fancy up to a maximum value of DM.100 
(a little more than £8) per month. No import licences or other formal- 
ities are required, and the only important exception is that agricultural 
commodities and foodstuffs are not permitted. Customs duties have 
to be paid but, as there are Customs depots in all German towns of 
any size, the problem of Customs clearance in Germany is not at all 
a serious obstacle. Arrangements are even being made to permit 
payment of Customs duties to be made at Post Offices.

Modern thermoplastic floor tiles, including the vinyl asbestos types, are 
being imported from the United Kingdom. A considerable business 
has been developed throughout the whole of Western Germany over 
oe rt five years.

The British market research firm, Attwoods, about three years founded 
an associated company, Institut fur Marktanalyse G.m.b.H., with a 
head office in Wetzlar/Lahn. This associated company, with a staff of 
over 100, is now entirely run by fully trained German executives.

For some time an Austin engine was being ordered for shipment to Australia 
for incorporation there into exported, engineless, small commercial 
motor vehicles manufactured in Harburg.

Expandite Ltd., Chase Road, London, N.W.10, of sealing 
compounds, jointing and waterproofing materials and mechanical 
appliances for their speedy application, report a growing demand for 
their ‘Aerolastic’ fuel and heat-resistant compound for sealing joints 
in concrete pavements and runways. Their other sealing com- 
pounds and waterstops are now being used on contracts in Germany. 


Ferguson farm tractors have become very popular in Western Germany. In 
spite of the 30 per cent. import duty more than 1,500 Ferguson tractors 
from Coventry were sold in Germany last year. In fact, Ferguson 
tractors were at the top of the German import list in their particular 
power class (25-34 P.S. group) in 1956.

Owing to Germany’s present prosperity and the consequent 
increase of purchasing power in the hands of the German consumer, 
there might well be very good business to be won by enterprising 
British firms who are ready to prepare suitable brochures in German 
offering commodities likely to appeal to German taste. There are in 
Germany a number of agencies prepared to furnish mailing lists on 
payment of a fee. 

What, then, does the German market offer the British exporter? 
It offers access to a vigorous and expanding economy of 50 million 
people where there is an increasing demand for industrial equipment 
and consumer goods of all kinds. It offers a market comparatively 
free from prejudice and one in which commercial undertakings are 
normally carried out scrupulously. Payment difficulties are rare. 
Tariffs are comparatively low and quantitative restrictions (except 
for agricultural products) are almost non-existent and, if the projected 
Free Trade Zone becomes a reality, it will pay a dividend to have got 
established in the market now. Many British firms are clearly alive 
to this already, and last year’s impressive increase in exports to 
Germany owes much to the energy and salesmanship of newcomers to 
the German market as well as to the old hands. 

There really is no reason why any progressive British firm with a 
good sales record, achieved in the United States or elsewhere in the 
world in the teeth of domestic and foreign competition, 
hesitate on the brink of so promising a market so much nearer home. 
If your firm is one of these, may we urge you at least to test the 
temperature of the water? You too may find it a great deal less chilly 


than you suspect.

THE BRITISH PLASTICS EXHIBITION AND CONVENTION (to 
be held at Olympia, London, from July 10-20), will give overseas 
and home buyers an opportunity to appreciate the stimulating 
progress of the British plastics industry. One of the features of the 
pattern of post-war industrial development in the United Kingdom 
has been the establishment of this industry, not only as one of the 
major factors in the British economy but as one of the industries with 
the most promising prospects. 

Last year’s production figures show that United Kingdom output 
was just over 344,000 tons, representing rises of about 20,000 tons 
on 1955. The 1956 output showed a fifty-fold increase over a period 
of 25 years (1930 output, 7,000 tons). As to the future, it is believed 
that production will reach 500,000-ton mark by 1962- about 40 
per cent. more — by which time world production, now in the region 
of 2} million tons a year, might approach 4 million tons (excluding 
output from the U.S.S.R., which is not known). 


The United Kingdom, it will be seen, is now responsible, and should 
continue to be responsible, for about one-eight of the known world 
output. Her exports of plastics materials alone in 1956 amounted 
to 98,000 tons, or about 28 per cent. of output, and were valued at 
over £26 million. Australia was the largest single importer; nearly 
half of the exports went to Europe (with over 20 per cent. to the 
six Common Market countries). 

These export details are for raw materials only — moulding powders, 
resins, sheet, rod, tube, film and foil - and do not include finished 
products such as domestic ware, toys, clothing, etc., or the large 
quantities of parts which are incorporated in aircraft, electrical, 
motor and similar products, They also exclude the growing amount 


of United Kingdom plastics processing machinery now being sold 
abroad and take no account of other contributions to overseas trade, 
such as plastics in various forms of packaging and display. 

The plastics industry began with an invention by Alexander 
Parkes, of Birmingham (of a substance which later became known as 
celluloid), as far back as the 1860's. It is therefore, not a new industry 
in the sense that many other modern enterprises are. 

Two factors contributed greatly to the industry’s expansion in 
the United Kingdom during World War II. The first was the need 
to replace scarce metals where possible and the second was the 
importance of keeping aircraft weight to a minimum. It was a logical 
post-war development for many manufacturers who had been opera- 
ting on Ministry of Supply contracts to investigate the possibilities 
of the use of plastics in their peace-time products, and subsequently, 
for them to be joined by others — including, in recent years, many 
who had already become of international repute in other fields, such 
as the chemical and even the metal industries. 

Plastics, it cannot sufficiently be emphasized, are in no way a 
substitute for the more traditional materials but a newer material, 
coming along with its own continuously improving qualities and 
finding a ready market entirely in its own right, offering greater 
economy because it is efficient, rather than because it is often cheaper. 


Techniques and Applications 


While it would be too much to refer to this as the ‘Plastics Age,’ 
in the same way as we speak of the ‘Iron Age,’ plastics find use in 
most industries to-day. Even in the most modern of them all, atomic 
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energy, it provides vital components and the safest, handiest form of 
protective clothing. In return, studies of the reaction of nuclear 
energy on plastics materials may lead to further dramatic strides in 
techniques and applications. 


In the home, it has infiltrated throughout from the front-door 
bell-push to scores of bathroom and nursery articles, making a clean 
sweep on the way of many kitchen utensils, but before proceeding 
further with the growing range of applications, perhaps the main 
types of the material and the structure of the industry should be 
examined here. 


In the plastics industry there are 14 main types of materials (most 
of them available in solid liquid or powder form) and many different 
grades of these. They can be divided into two main classes, thermo- 
setting and thermoplastics materials. The thermosetting materials 
are those which, under the influence of heat and pressure, undergo a 
chemical change and become set: thermop soft when 
heated and rigid on cooling, a physical change which can be repeated 
again and again. 

Thermoplastics, largely the newer plastics materials, by and large, 
are available in a range of hardnesses varying from quite rigid, 
through ‘leathery’ and ‘rubbery’ stages, to feather-weight and com- 
pletely flexible grades but even at 1/1,000th of an inch thick, they have 
a tensile strength of 16,000 lbs. per square inch. 


The interests of the varied sections of the manufacturing industry 
are looked after by the British Plastics Federation, which has 40 
technical committees studying and promoting development A 
safeguarding standards by working in close collaboration with the 
user-trades and with the British Standards Institution.

Materials and Outlets 


Post-war advances have been most marked in the ‘big three polys’ — 
polythene, polyvinyl chloride (P.V.C.), and polystyrene — which 
lend themselves readily to injection moulding, and in the case of 
polythene and P.V.C., also to the production of thick films by extru- 
sion or ‘calendering.’ Of these, P.V.C. is at present the leading mate- 
rial on a tonnage basis, 1956 output being estimated at 55,000 tons. 

In heavy demand for upholstery, packaging (especially for foods), 
rainwear, etc., in its lighter forms, and as protective (including sea- 
going), clothing in its heavier sheeting, one of the most important 
of the newer P.V.C. uses has been its employment for conveyor 
belting in the mines. The nationalized British coal industry gave a 
world lead in specifying fire resisting material of this type. 

On a tonnage basis, the position is being increasingly challenged by 
polythene, output of which last year is estimated at 45,000 tons. 
This substance, a British invention in 1933, was first used almost 
entirely for its electrical and insulating properties and even to-day 
when many other uses have been found, nearly a third of the output 
goes into cables — 1,350 tons of it was used for the first trans-Atlantic 
telephone cable (1954) and indeed a suitable cable could er have 
been laid without it. Developments in hand, or 
bring the United Ki capacity up to 136,000 tone tons bo noe 1960. 

Polystyrene output in 1956, was about 23,000 tons, and recent 
expansions have brought national capacity up to about 30,000 tons, 
but the most significant development is perhaps that whereas in 1949 
there was only one British producer, there are now six. This material 
is particularly popular in the refrigeration industry, where the capa- 
city to withstand low temperatures has resulted in considerable 
use as complete interior linings, and it is also valuable as a component 
to the radio and electronic industries. 

But interesting developments are by no means confined to these 
three materials. Nylon moulding material, for instance, is perf 
many different engineering duties, as it makes excellent silent gear 
wheels and bearings needing no lubrication.

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How They Solved the Engineering Problems of 
Jodrell Bank Radio Telescope 


(From the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research) 


THE CONSTRUCTION, at Jodrell Bank, Cheshire, of the 250 ft. 
diameter radio telescope for the University of Manchester is now 
practically complete, and it will be put into service in the near future. 
On account of its great size, it will be the most sensitive short-wave 
radio receiver yet constructed and also the most far-reaching trans- 
mitter. 

It will be recalled that the function of a radio telescope is very 
similar to that of any large optical astronomical telescope, the only 
fundamental difference being that the radio telescope is designed to 
receive and concentrate electromagnetic radiations having much 
longer wavelengths than that of light. 

The purpose of the great steerable instrument at Jodrell Bank is 
to improve on the important results obtained from a ‘fixed’ reflector, 
218 ft. in diameter, erected in a field at the Jodrell Bank Research 
Station. In fact, this so-called ‘fixed’ reflector, by virtue of the earth’s 
rotation, was constantly observing a great disc of space. Mr. H. C. 
Husband, the engineer responsible for the design of the new telescope, 
was accordingly instructed to consider the possibility of producing 
a fully steerable telescope having a reflector as large as could be 
provided within reasonable limits of expenditure. The essential 
requirements were that the reflector should be sufficiently accurate to 
deal with radio wavelengths of the order of 1 metre, witha correspond- 
ing accuracy of directional control. 

The first criterion of a reflector to deal with short wavelengths is 
the accuracy of its shape or curvature, and it was found that it was 
easier to produce an accurate curved shape by using bent steel plates 
than by straining a wire mesh. The telescope as now constructed has a 
reflecting surface of steel plates which will be suitably painted to 
prevent a serious concentration of heat at the focus during solar 
observations, but at the same time provide a high degree of diffuse 
reflection to prevent the over-heating of the reflecting membrane itself. 
The reflecting membrarie is built up of sheets continuously welded 
to one another and also continuously welded along their edges to

When the telescope is being used to receive radiations from outer 
space the amount of energy concentrated on the aerial at the focal 
points is extremely small. In order to amplify and analyse these 
radiations before they are dissipated or contaminated by local atmos- 
pheric disturbances or man-made radio waves, it is desirable that the 
radio receiving set, which may roughly be compared to a television 
receiver, should be located as close as possible to the aerial. For some 
purposes the first amplifier will be immediately adjacent to the aerial 
at the summit of the 66 ft. tower in the centre of the bowl, but the 
main amplifiers are suspended in a steel laboratory hung immediately 
below the centre of the bowl itself. This laboratory is suspended on 
trunnions in order to keep its floor level and is equipped with damping 
devices to prevent uncomfortable oscillations due to the high winds to 
which it will be subjected. The suspended laboratory can be reached 
by gangways from the top of each bearing tower, where further high 
level laboratories travel round with the azimuth motion of the tele- 
scope. Each tower contains an electrical passenger lift and also a hoist 
for handling mechanical equipment to the motor rooms. 

An underground tunnel has been constructed from the basement 
below the control room to an annular chamber surrounding the centre 
pivot of the telescope. This tunnel is large enough for pedestrian use 
and carries racks on which the power cables, control cables and radio 
cables are laid.

Diesel Generating Sets for Delhi. The Delhi State Electricity 
Board has recently ordered British diesel generating sets with a 
total capacity of more than 20,000 kW to meet the immediate power 
shortage. This £675,000 order has been placed with two companies 
of the Brush Group — Mirrlees, Bickerton & Day Limited, of Stock- 
port, and Brush Electrical Engineering Company Limited of Lough- 
borough. 

Mexico orders Britannias. Bristol Aircraft Limited recently 
announced that the Mexican airline Aeronaves de Mexico has pur- 
chased two Bristol Britannia turboprop airliners for delivery within 
the next few months. The contract is valued at about 8 million 
dollars. The two aircraft are in the final stages of construction on 
the second Britannia line at Short Brothers and Harland’s works 
in Belfast. They were originally ordered by B.O.A.C. but the Corpora- 
tion released them in the interest of export sales. 

Coke Oven Battery for Australia. Simon-Carves Limited, of 
Stockport, Cheshire, have received from Australian Iron and Steel 
(subsidiary of the Broken Hill Proprietary Company Limited), an 
important contract for a complete new coke oven battery and Tt 
product plant at Port Kembla steelworks. It is believed that this 
will be the largest coke oven battery in Australia and that it will 
also be the first coke oven installation of British design to be built 
in Australia by a United Kingdom firm. 

Turbo-generator for the Lebanon. The British Thomson- 
Houston Company Limited of Rugby recently obtained an order 
from L’Office de l’Electricite et du Transport en Commun for a 
30-MW turbo-generator for the extension of the Chamoun Thermal 
Power Station at Zouk Mikael, Beirut, in the Lebanon. The contract 
was obtained in the face of severe competition from the Continent 
of Europe. It is believed that one of the determining factors was that 
of early delivery, British Thomson-Houston undertaking to com- 
mission the set by mid-1958. 

Leyland Motors’ Further Orders from South Africa and 
Fhodesia. The largest transport concern in the Union of South 
Africa, Thornton’s Transportation Limited, has placed further 
orders for Leyland heavy-duty vehicles. Orders have also been 
placed for giant six-wheel drive Scammell Constructors for Thorn- 
ton’s Rhodesian branch. 

Order for Water Scooters. An important dollar order has 
recently been received by Gilbert J. McCaul & Company Limited, 
of London, for their ‘Amanda’ water scooters. The firm states that 
it was put into touch with the buyers by the British Consulate General 
in the area concerned. 


Free Trade Area Discussions

Relaxations in Import Licensing 
Control 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF TRADE, Sir David Eccles, 
announced in a written reply to a Parliamentary Question on Tuesday 
that import controls are to be removed from a large number of 
commodities on August 1, 1957. This mainly affects goods imported 
from the dollar area. A detailed list of the goods appears on 
pages 15-18. 

Existing restrictions will continue to apply to dollar imports of 
machinery, fuels, many food items, and most manufactured products, 
including some which are used in industry. In the case of leather the 
present complicated quota arrangements for imports from North 
America will be greatly simplified: there will be a global quota covering 
all dollar countries of £2 million a year f.o.b. This represents an 
increase of about £1} million. 

The revocation of import licensing control on many of the ite#ns 
will be mainly a tidying-up operation which will mean less form-filling 
for traders. This includes the large number of goods hitherto imported 
under Open Individual Licences (which do not restrict quantity) or 
under specific licences which have in practice been freely issued. 

In his announcement the President said: 

“The Government has decided to remove the import controls on a 
large number of commodities used in industry. This will mainly 
affect imports from Canada, the United States and other countries 
in the dollar area . . . The broad effect will be that, except in the case 
of leather, for which the dollar quota will be substantially increased, 
the remaining import controls on the basic raw materials of industry 
and on metal semi-manufactures will be removed on August 1. The 
controls will also be removed from certain agricultural products 
mainly used in manufacture and from certain chemicals. In most of 
these cases the main benefit to importers will be that they will be 
relieved of paper work, but in others they will gain from increased 
competition among suppliers and easier access to the sources of 
supply which suit them best. Some swi to dollar supplies is 
likely, but it should not be large, and the net cost of additional 
imports is not expected to exceed £3 million. 


“These steps will bring some modest direct and indirect benefits to 
the economy, but the Government wish to emphasize that there has 
been no change in the need to economize on external expenditure.’ 


Revocation of Control of Hemp Order 


THE BOARD OF TRADE revoked, from June 30, the Control of 
Hemp Order, 1953, which means that licences to spin, weave or other- 
wise process manila hemp will no longer be required. 


Royal Society of Arts Bicentenary Medal 


THE COUNCIL of the Royal Society of Arts has awarded its 
Bicentenary Medal for 1957 to Sir Ernest Goodale, a Vice-President 
of the Society and chairman of its Industrial Art Bursaries Board. 

Sir Ernest is chairman and Managing Director of Messrs. Warner 
& Sons, textile manufacturers; President of the Textile Institute; 
a Vice-President and Member of the Grand Council of the Federation 
of British Industries; and President of the British Colour Council. 

The Bicentenary Medal of the Royal Society of Arts is awarded 
annually ‘to the person who, in a manner other than as an industrial 
designer, has exerted an exceptional influence in promoting art and 
design in British industry.’

No B.I.F. Next Year 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF TRADE, Sir David Eccles, 
received a deputation from the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce 
on June 27 to discuss the British Industries Fair at Castle Bromwich. 
The President was accompanied by the Minister of State, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith. The President of the Federation of British Industries, 
Sir Hugh Beaver, and officials of the F.B.1. were also present. The 
deputation was led by the President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Mr. R. P. S. Bache. SS ee J. F.

British Film Production Fund 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have published three statutory instruments 
which will provide for the operation for 10 years of the British Film 
Production Fund, in accordance with the Cinematograph Films Act, 
1957. One of these came into operation on July 1. It is: 


The British Film Fund Agency Regulations, 1957, providing for 
the appointment of members and the method of operation of the 
Agency. 

The other two have to be approved by each House of Parliament 


before being made, and after approval will come into operation on 
October 20. They are: 


The Cinematograph Films (Collection of Levy) Regulations 1957, 
which provide for the collection of a statutory levy from exhibitors 
by the Commissioners of Customs and Excise. 


The Cinematograph Films (Distribution of Levy) Regulations, 
1957, which provide for the distribution by the British Film Fund 
Agency of the proceeds of the levy to makers of certain British films. 


Collection and Distribution of the Fund 


‘These statutory instruments bring into effect statutory arrangements 
for the collection and distribution of the British Film Production 
Fund — a scheme similar to that which has been running on a trade 
operated basis since September 1950. Powers enabling the Board of 
"Trade to make these arrangements were given in the Cinematograph 
Films Act which received the Royal Assent on April 17, 1957. 


The details of the scheme follow very closely upon the previous 
voluntary Fund. Broadly, payments ranging from }d. to 1}d. per seat 
sold are contributed by exhibitors into the Fund, which is estimated 
to yield in its first year £3} million. This represents an increase of 
roughly £1 million to £1} million over the estimated receipts for 
the current year. Provision is made for cinemas with small takings 
to be exempt from payment of the levy in certain circumstances. 

Payments will be made out of this Fund to British film producers 
pro rata with their earnings at the box office.

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Britain Ratifies Copyright 
Convention 


BRITISH authors and publishers will in future enjoy the benefits 
of protection under the terms of the Universal Copyright Convention. 
The Convention, signed by Britain in Geneva in 1952, was ratified 
formally in Paris on June 27. Twenty-seven countries, including 
France, the United States and Japan, have now ratified the Convention. 


The Universal Copyright Convention seeks to fill gaps in inter- 
national copyright protection under which certain countries were 
bound by one convention, others by a different convention, and still 
others by no agreement at all. 

Hitherto, works in the English Seacnstels could secure full copyright 
protection in the United States only if, in addition to registration at 
the Copyright Office in Washington, they were printed in America 
from type set up in that country. The difficulties of complying with 
these requirements have resulted in the failure of many British authors 
to obtain copyright protection for their works in the United States. 

Under the Universal Copyright Convention a country which 
requires compliance with formalities as a condition of obtaining 
copyright agrees to regard such conditions as satisfied if works of 
foreign origin bear the symbol ‘C’ within a circle, indicating that 
copyright protection is claimed, together with the name of the copy- 
right proprietor and the year of first publication. This provision will 
facilitate the protection of British writers not only in the United 
States but in many other countries also. 

The convention becomes effective between the United Kingdom 
and other member countries on September 27, 1957.

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Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL INDEX of Production for April, 1957 prepared 
by the Central Statistical Office, is 138, seasonally corrected; this is 
one point above the first quarter figure and two points above the 
average for 1956. The rise is expected to have continued in May when 
the seasonally corrected index is expected to reach 139-140. 

The manufacturing sector was not, up to the end of April, con- 
tributing to the rise in the total index; output in the manufacturing 
sector in April was, seasonally corrected, at the same level as in the 
first quarter of 1957 and in 1956. 

Before allowing for the differing incidence of Easter holidays in 
the two years, manufacturing output in the first quarter this year was 
slightly higher than in the first quarter of last year. This was mainly 
due to increased output in the wood and cork manufactures group 
arising from improved output in the furniture trade (8 per cont. up 
on a year earlier), the continuous expansion in the chemicals group 


(6 per cent. on a year earlier), and a continued increase in output by 
the food, drink and tobacco group (4} per cent.); there were also slight 
increases in the textiles and clothing and miscellaneous manufacturing 
groups. The main sectors showing a drop in output were vehicles 
(9 per cent. down on a year earlier), non-ferrous metals (nearly 9 per 
cent. down), metal goods other than engineering, shipbuilding and 
electrical goods (7} per cent. down) and, to a lesser extent, the manu- 
facture of non-metalliferous mining products. 

Details of the construction of the Index are given in the Index of 
Industrial Production, Studies in Official Statistics, No. 2, which 
can be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, price 2s. 6d. net. The method used in adjusting 
for seasonal movements was described in the Board of Trade Journal 
on July 14. In the following table several of the figures have been 
revised as later information has become available.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday June 26 


Trade with U.S.S.R. and China 


The Minister of State for Foreign Affairs, Mr. David Ormsby-Gore, 
replied ‘No, Sir’ to the question whether, in view of our economic 
situation and the reference in the Prime Minister’s reply to Prime 
Minister Bulganin to the desirability of expanding Anglo-Soviet 
trade, there would be an end to all restrictions on trade with the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, China and other Communist- 
ruled countries, ‘except in such goods as Her Majesty’s Government 
consider should come within the scope of a Convention for the control 
of the traffic in arms and munitions of war.’ The Minister added that 
the Soviet authorities had not yet followed up the purchasing pro- 
gramme which they announced last year. The Prime Minister, in 
his reply to Premier Bulganin, had invited them to do so. 

Another Member asked whether, since the Paris Consultative 
Committee had now ‘finally proved ineffective,” Her Majesty’s 
Government would resume responsibility for the United Kingdom’s 
commercial policy towards the countries of the Eastern bloc. 

The Joint Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Ian 
Harvey, denied that the Consultative Group was ineffective, but 
added that it was an advisory body only, and Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment had at no time relinquished their responsibility for the United 
Kingdom’s commercial policy towards the countries of the Eastern 
bloc. 


Thursday June 27 


Canary Islands Tomatoes 


To the question how the export price of Canary Islands tomatoes 
exported to the United Kingdom this year had compared with the 
fair market price of tomatoes in accordance with the Customs Duties 
(Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957, the Minister of State, Board of 
Trade, Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, replied that it would not be 
appropriate to give reasons for the rejection of applications under the 
Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act. This was in accordance 
with long-established practice for other applications involving customs 
duties. In those circumstances, the questioner would appreciate that 
no useful purpose would be served by going into details of that par- 
ticular aspect of the application which no doubt he had in mind. 


Gift Schemes with Soap Powders 


Asked if the President was aware of the increasing practice of 
gift schemes with soap powders and detergents at the expense of 
the quantity of powder in the packet, and what protection he would 
offer to the consumer, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, Mr. F. J. Erroll, said that he was aware that gifts had been 
offered with detergents. The Board of Trade had no powers either 
to stop such gift schemes or to specify the quantities in which deter- 
gents and soap powders were to be sold. 


Friday June 28 
The Fabrics Misdescription Act 


Asked whether he was aware that the existing Regulations under 
the Fabrics Misdescription Act, 1913, did not permit the develop- 
ment for use in trade of a reasonable standard for flame resistant 
fabrics, and what action he proposed to take, the President of the 
Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, replied ‘Yes.’ The Transfer of 
Functions (Misdescription of Fabrics) Order 1957 (S.I. 1957/1077), 
which was laid before Parliament on June 25, transferred to the 
Board of Trade the functions under the Fabrics (Misdescription) 
Act, 1913. He was advised that under that Act it would be unlawful 
to attribute the quality of non-inflammability to fabrics, even though 
they conformed to a recognized specification for flame resistant 
fabrics (such as that recommended in the recent Report by the British 
Standards Institution on the flammability of clothing fabrics), until 
such a specification was prescribed by Regulations made under the 
Act. As soon as such a specification were available, therefore, he (the 
President) proposed to make new Regulations under the Act which 
would enable manufacturers to attribute the quality of flame resistance 
to fabrics which conformed with it. 


Monday July 1 


‘Dumping’ of Tomatoes and Potatoes 

Asked what steps were being taken to protect the home producer 
from the dumping of tomatoes and potatoes by foreign growers, Mr. 
Walker-Smith replied that the Customs Duties (Dumping and 
Subsidies) Act, 1957, existed to protect United Kingdom producers 
against the effects of dumping which caused or threatened injury. 
It was always open to producers to submit a case for the use of these 
powers. 


Work for Aircraft Factories 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. Aubrey Jones, was asked if he would 
investigate the position in aircraft factories which had been manu- 
facturing military aircraft and where production had been curtailed, 
with a view to these factories being used for the manufacture of 
civilian aircraft. He replied that where military aircraft production 
was declining, it was for the companies themselves to seek other 
work, including civil aircraft work. They were doing this actively 
and he had every confidence that they would continue to do so. 


Tuesday July 2 


Average Woman’s Sizes 


A Member asked the President if he would make a statement on 
his department’s investigation to ascertain the weight and measure- 
ments of the average woman in the United Kingdom; how long it had 
taken; what had been the cost; when it was initiated; and what it 
was expected to learn from it. 

Mr. Erroll replied that no such investigation had been carried out by, 
or on behalf of, the Board of Trade. The questioner might be referring 
to a technical survey carried out by the Joint Clothing Council, now 
in liquidation, which was shortly to be published by the Stationery 
Office. The cost was met from funds contributed by the clothing 
industry to the former Development Council. 


Employment in North East 


To the question ‘how many people, men and women, were employed 
in the factories in Sunderland administered by the North Eastern 
Trading Estates Limited on the latest available date,’ Mr. Erroll 
replied that at February, 1957, 2,521 men and boys and 2,917 women 
and girls, making a total of 5,438, were employed in these factories. 

To the further question ‘how many people, men and women, were 
employed in the factories administered by the North Eastern Trading 
Estates Limited on the latest available date,’ the reply was: ‘At 
February, 1957, 22,239 men and boys and 29,233 women and girls, 
making a total of 51,472, were employed in these factories.’ 


Hire Purchase Charges 


Asked if the President was aware that certain hire purchase finance 
companies were paying as high as 40 per cent. of their charges to 
motor dealers for introducing the business thus putting up unneces- 
sarily the cost of that type of business; and if he would appoint a 
committee to investigate and to recommend how such abuses can be 
remedied, by legislation or otherwise, Mr. Erroll said that he was 
aware that there had recently been an increase in the level of com- 
mission, in some cases to the figure quoted, but he was not aware that 
this had led to any general increase in hire-purchase charges. It was 
not considered that a Government Committee was called for, and 
the Board of Trade advised prospective hirers to study their agree- 
ments before signing them in order to see what they were being charged 
for credit. 


Assistant Official Receiver Appointed 


MR. ROBERT LIVINGSTONE LOCHHEAD has been appointed an 
Assistant Official Receiver for the Bankruptcy District of the County 
Courts of Croydon, Guildford, Kingston upon Thames, Wandsworth 
and Windsor, also for the Bankruptcy District of the County Courts 
of Aylesbury, Banbury, Brentford, Chelmsford, Edmonton, Hertford, 
Newbury, Oxford, Reading, St. Albans and Southend. 


The appointment takes effect from July 1. 
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Buoyant in May 


RETAIL SALES showed a small seasonal increase in May but the rise 
in value was less pronounced than at the same time last year; and the 
increase on the value a year ago was only 3 per cent., compared with 
a 5 per cent. increase in March-April and 5-6 per cent. for the five- 
month period October-February. Trade in the clothing and footwear 
sector in May was particularly quiet, possibly to some extent because 
Whitsun came in June of this year. Elsewhere the level of sales was 
generally well maintained and sales by household goods shops again 
showed a big increase on last year. 


Prices in the retail trade sector in May showed little change on the 
level a year earlier so that probably much of the increase in the value 
of sales on last year (of 3 per cent.) was attributable to a higher volume 
of trade ; the same applied to the increase of 5 per cent. in March-April. 
In October-February it is estimated that higher prices accounted for 
approximately half the increase of 5-6 per cent. on the value of sales 
a year earlier. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Clothing and footwear retailers reported a small seasonal increase 
in the value of sales between April and May, but trade was neverthe- 
less some 6 per cent. lower than in the same month a year ago. This 
compares with an increase on a year ago of 3 per cent. in March and 
April combined, and 10 per cent. in January-February. Part of the 
quietness of sales in May was perhaps due to the later Whitsun which 
this year occurred in June as against May in 1956. All types of retailer 
were affected by the general quietness of trade in May, multiple shops 
reporting a decrease of 9 per cent. on last year, independent retailers 
5 per cent. and co-operative societies 4 per cent. Department stores, 
in their clothing and footwear departments, reported sales about 
3 per cent. lower than last year. Prices of clothing and footwear 
continued at about the same level as in earlier months of the year, and 
again were about 1-2 per cent. higher than a year ago. 

The decreases below last year’s level of trade were shared by the 
three main branches of the clothing and footwear sector, but the 
sharpest reduction was recorded by footwear shops whose sales in 
May were 11 per cent. lower in value than a year earlier, as against 


increases of 6 per cent. in the March-April period and 14 per cent. in 
January-February. All types of specialist footwear shops, and also 
the footwear sections of department stores, showed decreases on a 
year earlier in May, the largest being reported by the multiple retailers. 

Sales by men’s wear shops showed a small seasonal rise in May, 
but were nevertheless 8 per cent. lower in value than a year earlier. 
In March and April combined, sales were about 1} per cent. higher 
in value than in the same two months of 1956, and in January-February 
12 per cent. higher. All types of outlet — specialists and the department 
stores — reported substantial decreases on May last year. 

Sales in the group comprising women’s, girls’ and infants’ wear 
specialist shops, and drapers and general outfitting shops also rose 
seasonally in May, but compared with the same month last year were 
4 per cent. lower in value. This followed an increase on the value a 
year earlier of 2} per cent. in March-April, and of 8 per cent. in 
January-February. Multiple retailers reported the largest decrease 
in May -—7 per cent.; sales by independent shops were 3 per cent. 
lower than a year ago, and co-operative societies 1 per cent. Sales of 
women’s and children’s wear by department stores followed the 
pattern in the specialist shops with a decrease of 2 per cent. 

Stocks of clothing and footwear (as reported by department stores 
and certain multiple retailers) rose slightly between April and May, 
and were as much as 13 per cent. higher in value than a year ago, 
compared with increases of between 3 and 7 per cent. for earlier months 
of the year, very probably reflecting the decrease in sales compared 
with May 1956. 


Household Goods Shops 


Retailers in the household goods sector in May once again reported 
a very active month’s trading, with sales 11 per cent. higher in value 
than a year ago. Similar substantial increases on a year earlier were 
reported in each of the previous four months of the year, and for the 
year to date sales show an increase of as much as 12 per cent. on the 
value in the same period of 1956. This continued recovery follows an 
increase (on a year earlier) of only 1 per cent. during 1956 as a whole.

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Retail Sales (Continued) 


Prices in the household goods sector so far this year have shown little 
change compared with a year earlier, so that the increased value of 
sales represents a substantial expansion in the volume of trade. 


Sales by furniture shops showed a similar increase between April 
and May as they did in both 1955 and 1956. The value of sales con- 
tinued to run at 11 per cent. above a year earlier, much the same as the 
increase in the first four months of the year. Multiple retailers con- 
tinued to report the largest increase on last year (20 per cent.) with 
the large independent retailers showing an increase of 11 per cent. and 
the medium and small shops 7 per cent.; department stores, in their 
furniture and furnishings departments, reported an 11 per cent. 
increase in May. 

Sales by radio and electrical goods shops (the figures published are 
for independent retailers only) rose slightly in May and were as much 
as 19 per cent. higher in value than in May last year; the increases 
in each of the previous three months had been 10-13 per cent. and 
in January 25 per cent. The value of sales of radio and electrical goods 
in department stores also showed a large increase on a year earlier 
in May — 18 per cent., as against 3 per cent. in April and 29 per cent. 
in the first quarter of the year. 

Retailers in the group comprising radio and cycle shops, cycle 
shops, perambulator shops, reported a further small rise in the value 
of sales between April and May, but compared with the level of trade 
a year ago, sales showed a smaller increase than in earlier months of 
the year — 12 per cent. in May as against 26 per cent. from January 
to April. 

The value of sales by ironmongers and hardware shops declined 
slightly in May, but nevertheless showed an increase of 3 per cent. 
on a year ago, the same increase as for the first four months of the 
year. 


Miscellaneous Non-Food Shops 


The value of sales by retailers in the miscellaneous non-food shops 
sector rose seasonally between April and May, but the increase was 
less sharp than a year ago. In relation to a year earlier, trade in May 
was 3 per cent. higher in value, compared with an increase of 7 per 
cent. in the first four months of the year. 

Retailers in the confectioners, tobacconists, newsagents group 
reported a small decrease in the value of sales in May, and trade 
showed a rather smaller increase on a year ago (4 per cent.) than in 
January-April (5 per cent.). Prices of cigarettes and tobacco, however, 
rose last year following the Budget and this has been a factor in the 
percentage increase on a year earlier which sales in this kind of business 
have shown since then; in May this year this factor no longer applied. 

Chemists, photographic goods dealers reported a small rise in the 
value of sales in May. The increase on the value a year ago was down 
to 6 per cent. compared with 9 per cent. in the first four months of 
the year, but sales in May last year appeared to be rather high. 

The seasonal increase in sales by jewellers, leather goods and sports 
goods shops in May was smaller this year and the value was only 
3 per cent. higher than a year ago compared with a 7 per cent. increase 
in the first four months of the year. 

Booksellers, stationers (independent retailers only) reported an 
increase of 8 per cent. on a year ago in May, the same increase as 
for the year to date. 


Food Shops 


The value of sales by food shops rose slightly between April and 
May, probably reflecting a small increase in food prices. Compared 
with a year ago sales showed an increase in value of 5 per cent. in 
May as against an increase of about 3 per cent. in March-April, and 
about 6 per cent. in January-February; prices in relation to a year ago 
probably showed only small changes in May and in March-April, 
but in January-February were about 4 per cent. higher. 

Sales by grocers’ shops showed a small increase in May, and in 
relation to a year ago were about 6 per cent. higher in value compared 
with a 3 per cent. increase in the March-April period. A substantial 
increase over May of last year (11 per cent.) was reported by co- 
operative societies; sales by multiple retailers were 7 per cent. higher 
in value than a year ago, and by independent retailers 2 per cent. 

The value of trade in butchers’ shops in May continued at about 
the same level as in the previous month. The percentage increase on 
the value a year earlier rose to 6 per cent. in May compared with 4 per

cent. in April; higher prices in relation to a year earlier probably 
accounted for much of these value increases in sales. 

‘The value of trade compared with a year earlier in the greengrocers, 
fruiterers group of shops showed a reduction of 8 per cent. in May, 
following a 5 per cent. decrease for the first four months of this year. 
Prices of fruit and vegetables continued to be very much below the 
high level of a year ago. 

The value of sales by fishmongers, continued to show 
little change from the level a year earlier, sales being only about 
1 per cent. higher in May and 1 per cent. lower for January-April. 
Prices of fish were appreciably higher than 12 months earlier in each 
of the first five months of this degd ot but prices of vegetables (which 
are also sold by some fishmongers and poulterers) were well below 
the level of the corresponding 1956 period. 

Sales by bread and flour confectioners were about 13 per cent. 
higher in value than in May 1956, compared with an 11 per cent. 
increase on a year earlier in March-April and 16 per cent. in January- 
February. Higher prices were reflected in these results. In May in- 
dependent retailers reported an increase on the value a year earlier 
of 11 per cent., multiple shops 15 per cent. and co-operative societies 
18 per cent. 

Sales by dairymen (the figures published are for co-operative 
societies only) continued at about the same level as in April. Higher 
prices were again mainly responsible for the increase in value of 
12 per cent. compared with a year ago. 

Sales by off-licences declined a little in May, but were about 5 per 
cent. higher in value than a year earlier, the same percentage increase 
as for the year to date. Multiple retailers again reported a substantial 
increase — 11 per cent., and independent retailers a smaller increase — 
2 per cent., these changes corresponding very closely to the cumulative 
figures for January-May.

Drastic Changes in Indian Import Licensing 


DRASTIC CHANGES in India’s import licensing policy are reported 
from New Delhi. They are outlined in the following telegram from 
the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner there: 


The new import policy covers the period July-September only. The 
import licensing year is to be brought into line with the financial year. The 
next six-monthly policy will be announced at the end of September, when 
it is hoped that the foreign exchange position will be clearer. 

In broad outline the new policy restricts the issue of licences for the next 
three months to essential raw materials and to capital goods supplied on 
deferred credit. 


0.G.L,s. Existing O.G.L. XLIV for imports mainly of edibles from 
Pakistan has been replaced by a new O.G.L. XLIX of more limited scope. 
O.G.L.s XLIV (General) and XLV (Soft) which cover goods shipped up to 
June 30, 1957, have not been renewed. Items previously covered by these 
O.G.L.s have now been put on quotas which importers have been asked to 
establish by July 31. In order to prevent any dislocation of supplies for 
essential industries, interim ad hoc licences will be issued to established 
importers for immediate requirements of certain items, e.g. lead, lead ingots, 
zinc, nickel alloys, copper ingots, nickel, taper bearings, sulphur and 
explosives. 

Licence applications for imports of books will also receive special con- 
sideration. 

In addition, applications from actual users will be entertained covering a 
range of metals and manufactures, carbon electrodes, certain carding 
machinery, refractory materials and some resins. Interim ad hoc licences 
and actual user licences will have six months’ validity. Quotas for items 
formerly on O.G.L. and not covered by actual user licences will be announced 
immediately after July 31. O.G.L. No. IV, covering samples and advertising 
material, has not been revoked and is therefore still currently in force. 


Quota licences. No further quotas have been announced for estab- 


lished importers for the next three months, but applications will be con- 
sidered for extending the validity of non-utilized or partly utilized licences 

granted during January/June 1957, with six months’ validity. Established 
Ponies may also request licences issued for less essentic! goods but 
not yet used to be revalidated for the import of more essential goods 
under other serial numbers of the import policy. Licences for the imports 
of machinery can be revalidated for the import of spare parts. 


Ad hoc licences. In order to avoid any disruption of supplies needed to 
sustain industrial production, actual user applications will be considered for 
essential raw materials and for certain other miscellaneous items such as 
engine packings, certain types of ball bearings, high tension insulators, 
certain textile machinery parts, certain drugs and medicines, raw cotton, 
raw jute, motor vehicle parts, raw materials for paints, newsprint, raw wool, 
certain instruments and apparatus and machine tools. Import of com- 
modities which are locally available and are not considered absolutely 
essential will not, however, be allowed. Applications will also be considered 
ad hoc from large- scale actual users for essential supplies and replacements 
and from manufacturers’ sole selling agents for Lamy Machine tools, 
where not imported under the capital goods will be licensed ad hoc. 

Capital goods. The policy for capital nial i remains unchanged. 
Intending importers have been told to put their case to the Chief Controller 
of Imports, who may prescribe deferred payments terms on which an 
import licence will be issued. Preference will be given to goods needed to 
complete existing schemes. 


Export industries. Special attention will be given to the import needs 
of exporting industries. Exporters requiring import facilities are being 
asked to register with the licensing authorities who will examine their 
applications sympathetically.

Norway and Poland 


A PROTOCOL extending the Trade Agreement between Norway 
and Poland for a further period of one year from May 31, 1957 to 
April 30, 1958, has been signed in Oslo. 

The Norwegian list of goods to be exchanged will include fresh 
and frozen fish, fatty alcohols, chemical products and pig iron. The 
Polish list includes coal and coke, sugar, rolling mill products and 
cars.

Soviet Union and Greece 


A PROTOCOL to the 1953 Agreement of Commercial Exchange and 
Payments between the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and the 
Kingdom of Greece has been signed and ratified. The protocol is 
effective for one year from January 1, 1957. 

Russian exports to Greece will include industrial machinery and 
equipment, cars, motor cycles, agricultural machinery and tractors, 
petroleum products, chemicals, fish and fish products and timber. 

Greek exports to Russia will include bauxite, citrus fruits, dried 
fruit, colophony and hides of small animals.

Netherlands and Spain

Journal of August 25, 1955). 


South Africa and Pakistan 


PROCLAMATION NO. 164 of 1957, published in the Union of 
South Africa Government Gazette of June 21, accords most-favoured- 
treatment to Pakistan as provided for by the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. 


Maximum rates of duty no longer apply to any goods imported 
into the Union from Pakistan which will henceforth pay the Inter- 
mediate rate or, where appropriate, the special “G.A.T.T. rates’. 


Italy and West Germany 


THE TRADE AGREEMENT between Italy and the German Federal 
Republic, which was signed in Rome on April 14, 1954, has been 
extended for a further year from April 1, 1957. 

Except for an increase in the Italian import quota for German motor 
vehicles, which has now been fixed at 1,800,000,000 lire the quota 
lists annexed to the Agreement remain unchanged. 


Portugal and Greece 
THE VALIDITY of the Protocol to the Trade Agreement between 
Portugal and Greece has been extended to December 31, 1957.

Customs Duties on Copper Sulphate 
Suspended 


THE SUSPENSION of Tunisian customs duties applicable to copper 
sulphate (Ex. 28.38A) during the period February 1 to December 31, 
1957, was announced in the Tunisian Journal Officiel of May 14. 

The quantity of copper sulphate allowed duty free entry under the 
present order is restricted to a quota of 700 tons. Duty free imports 
of copper sulphate must be supported by a special certificate endorsed 
by the Tunisian Ministry of Agriculture.

Measurement of Air Flow for Compressors and Exhausters 


The methods specified in B.S.726:1957 are consistent with the 
principles stated in B.S. 1042, ‘Code for flow measurement.’ The 
two standards are complementary: the Code dealing with the design, 
installation and use of standard pressure-difference devices and 
B.S. 726 concentrating on standard testing methods for compressors 
and exhausters. 

New features are the inclusion of requirements for a nozzle of 
7/32 in. nominal diameter for use in the method for the measurement 
of air flow by means of a nozzle in the pipeline: and requirements 
for perforated plates for insertion in the pipeline when testing with a 
nozzle on the delivery side of a machine. 

Also new is the Section ‘Measurement of air flow at the inlet, 
using a conical intake.’ This means of measurement is particularly 
convenient where large flows are involved, or where space considera- 
tions or other limitations make measurement with a nozzle difficult. 
The Section includes particulars of the intake and the associated 
pipelines.

Methods for the Analysis and T of Coal and Coke 

First published in 1942, B.S. 1016 brought together in one publica- 
tion a series of test methods previously dealt with in single standards, 
and included information on the laboratory preparation of samples 
for analysis, The standard was also linked directly with a companion 
specification (B.S. 1017) on methods of collecting samples. 

Continued work by the committee concerned and international 
discussion under the aegis of the International Organization for 
Standardization have led to revision of both standards. B.S. 1016 now 
deals only with the analysis and testing of coal and coke; the prepara- 
tion of samples for analysis will be dealt with in the forthcoming 
revised B.S. 1017. 

The new standard, B.S. 1016, is being published in separate parts, 
each covering a particular group of analysis, e.g. proximate analysis, 


ultimate analysis. This method of presentation will permit the 
revision of any part with the minimum delay, without the necessity 
of issuing a new comprehensive standard. Where the methods for a 
particular group of analyses for coke differ widely from those for 
coal they will be published as a separate part, but where the modifica- 
tions for coke are slight they will be included as separate sections 
of the same part. 

Part 2 (2s. 6d.), deals with the determination of the moisture in 
the coke ‘as sampled.’ Only one method is specified, the indirect 
method, this being essentially the same as that given in B.S. 1016: 
1942, Part 3 (Ss), deals with the determination of moisture, volatile 
matter and ash in the analysis sample of coal. The determinations 
are empirical and any deviations from the methods specified may 
lead to erroneous . A new method for the determination of 
moisture has been introduced: it differs from those. previously 
specified, in that the water driven off is absorbed, and the moisture 
calculated from the increase in weight of the absorption tube. 
Part 4 (3s. 6d.), does for coke what Part 3 does for coal. 


The Design and Testing of Steel Overhead Runway Beams 

Forty-five organizations — including the important trade and 
professional associations and Government departments — were repre- 
sented on the committee set up by B.S,I. to meet the request of the 
Chain Testers’ Association of Great Britain for a standard for the 
design and testing of steel overhead runway beams. Their work has 
resulted in a 22-page illustrated publication, B.S. 2853, which will 
serve as an authoritative ‘blue-print’ for designers and testers of this 
type of equipment. 

Applicable to runway beams made from rolled steel sections, the 
standard lays down fundamental principles on which the 
reliability and safety of overhead runways depend. Its application 
will in no way limit the runway maker’s choice of designs. 

Among the more important clauses are those relating t) design, 
materials, fabrication and erection, end stops, testing and inspection, 
marking and certification.
